The main speaker was Wil- 
liam Clayton, who read a statement 
which set forth the men's views on 
different subjects. The paper advo- 
cated a stricter enforcement of the 
present tariff laws relating to pott«ry< 
ware and charged that the present 
duty was in many Instances escaped, 
in part at least, by lump invoices and 
by the failure of the ( ustoms authorl- 
tlM to thoroughly examine packages. 

Officer's Pay and Attachment. 
Washington, May 21. — Justice 
Gray has announced the opinion of 
the United States supreme court in 
the case of Robert W. Shufold, a re- 
tired captain in the army. The case 
involves' tho questiun of the exemp- 
tion of his salary as an officer of the 
army with an order from the court to 
pay alimony to a diToroedvvwife. The 
courta of the district of Columbia held 
the salary to be exempt on the ground 
that it Is a gratuity from the govern- 
ment and could not be so attached. 
The opinion reversed these decisions, 
holding salary under such circum- 
stances to be subject to such an 
attachment.

Ordered Out of China. 

Washington. May 21. — The postof- 
flce department cabled instructions to 
China directing all its representa- 
tives in the military postal service 
there to leave on the first available 
transport. H. M. Robinson of Atlan- 
ta, superintendent of the service 
there, has been asigned to duty li, the 
Philippines, but all the others will re- 
turn to the points whence they were, 
asigned to China. This marks the 
close of the United States military 
postal service in China. 

Porto Ricana Leave For Hawaii. 

San Juan de Porto Rico, May 21. — 
Nine hundred Immigrants embarked 
on the steamer California at Guanica 
for Hawaii, leaving 400 more ready to 
sail. Joyous manifestations accom- 
panied the departure of the emigranta. 
Fourteen weddings and 48 baptisms 
took place. The emigration agents 
are spending, it is estimated, about 
|1U,000 in recruiting and maintaining 
the emigrants. Favorable reports 
from Hawaii have caused A continua- 
tion of the emigration.

Washington, May 21.— The storm 

centers of the general strike of ma- 
chinists throughout the country are in 
tlie vicinity of Cincinnati, and on the 
I'aciflc coast coast The number of 
firms that have signed agreements 
was augmented by about a hundred, 
which brings the aggregate of the cs- 
tablL-^hments making the ( on( es.--i(j|]S 
to 1,000 in round numbers during the 
past three or four days. Save In one 
or two inatances, as at Scranton, Pa., 
the allied trades have not yet been 
affec ted. It is claimed at the general 
hembiuarters of the machinists, how- 
ever, that where agreements aic not 
soon affected many of the men in the 
allied trades will go out in the indi 
vidua! shops where the machinists are 
already out. The estimate of Presi 
dent O'Connell of the .National Asso- 
ciation of .Machinists as to the num 
ber of strikers remains at 50,00it. 
The exective board of the association 
is in session here watching the pro 

gress of the strike. 

Repoits show that only thr<'e rail- 
roads In ttie I'nited States are now 
affected by the strike, namely the 
Central Vermont, Lehigh Valley and 
Delaware, I..ackawanna and Western 

The situation, according to reports 
received at head(|uarters is summariz- 
ed as follows: Practically all the trou- 
ble between the Kansas City and the 
Pacific coast has been adjusted. At 
Kansas City about €00 men are out 
but a few small flrtns have signed the 
agreements. San Francisco reports 
an almost complete tie-up. About 
6,000 men have struck. Agreements 
have been reached there, however, 
with 11 firms outside of the Union 
and Dresden Iron plants and the' Ful- 
ton Ship company. At Seattle Tnn 
men have struck. There are 500 
strikers at Tacoma, Wash. The trou- 
ble has been adjusted at most of the 
other Pacific coast points. 

At Albany, N. Y.. about 2.r.()0 mon 
have struck. A settlement has been 
reached with the balance, which in- 
volves about 50 per cent of the firms. 
In Chicago all but several of the small 
shops have adjusted matters. About 
2,000 men are out in Boston. Many 
men arc out In the Ohio ( ities of Cin- 
cinnati. Hamilton, Dayton and Alli- 
ance. In Cincinnati a dozen tlrn-.s 
have made the concessions since Sat- 
urday and about 8,000 men are out. 
Alliance reports a complete tieup with 
500 men striking. Only a few men 
are out In Cleveland, practically a 
general settlement has been elTeeted 
there. All the firms at Columbus, O., 
and Chicago Heights. Ills., have made 
agreements. 

Situation at Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati, May 21. — About 200 ma- 
chinists who left their shops Monday 

have returniMl to work in the smaller 
sluii)s, whidi have agreed to the de- 
mands of the men. in a few of the 
shops which bad signed the agree 
ment, as It la called, the men are stui 
out because the employers insisted on 
conditions not recognized by the ma 
cli;!li^ts. Tliere art.' now is sliops 
wheie machinists are at work and 
two more shops signed the agreement. 
The machinists who have struck art> 
rapidly organizing their fellow work 
men who struck with them into t'le 
various unions to which they are eli 
llile. Tlie leaders are Well satlsfled 
with the outlook. 



Only Two Firms Refuse. 

New York, May 21.— At the heaii 
quarters of District 25, International 
Association of Machinists, It was said 
that only two flrmi of any Importance 
In this city have refused to grant the 
request of the machinists for a 9 hour 
day. The two firms are the R. Hoe 
Printing Press company, employing 
700 machinists, and the Garyln Ma- 
chine company, where 600 men ar^ 
on strike. 



Brooks Machinists Quit. 
DunRIrk, N. Y., May 21.— Seven hun- 
dred machinists employed in the 
Brooks Locomotive works struck for 

a 9-hour day and 12',^ per cent In 
crease In pay. All other depart inonls 
of the Bhcjp are running. The strike 
Of machinists will close the works if 
M agreement is pot soon reached.

The Comroonwealth of Kentucky is 
plaintitr in an action tiltd in the Frank- 
lin Circuit Court in which it seeks to re- 
cover froHi the I nitetl .'^tates Trust Com- 
pany, of New York, hoMer of tlie bonds 
of the Illinois Central Railroad bridge at 
Cairo, the sum of $1:^5,000, alleged to be 
doe for State taxes thereon from 1.^92 to 
1809, inclusive, and penalty for failure to 
pay when due. Of this amount $112,500 
is f jr tax' - ar.'l ^J-'.-'wKl for penalty. The 
Illinois Central Company is also named 
as defendant in the petition and an 
attachiiipiit and order of court asked di- 
reciiug it to pay into court the sum of 
$75,000, due the defend mt Trust Com- 
pany us interest on tlie bonds on Jane 1st 
next, and so much of a like sum due on 
]), .-mher -jiid ntzt M wlU Satisfy 
plaintitl's claim. 

The petition waa filed by Attorney 

John \y. lUy, will) wasj ciuidoyml liy 
Attorney General Breckinridge to assist 
him in the proseoation of the case. The 
legal questions raised in thin i ase are 
new to the courts of the State and their 
decision is of much importance. 

The petition follows the action of the 
Auditor's agent of Ballard County, where 
the property is located, who some inonthii 
ago took steps to have the bonds prop- 
erly listed for taxation for past years, the 
holders haviag failed to do so. Tlic 
agent filed information in the County

A move has been Inaagtirated to have 

the Poptoffl -e Department establish a ru- 
ral free delivery route in this county. 

A year or so ago, it was announced 
that through the influence of Judge 
Pagh, then onr Representative in Con- 
gress, Mason County had been selected 
as one of the counties in this district for 
a teet of this new branch of the postal 
service, bat for some cause or other the 
matter was dropped, and that waa the 
last ever heard from the Jadge on the 
subject, so far as Mason was ooncemed. 

The gentlemen who have now Inter- 
ested themselves in the subject and 
who. I)y the way, live on the proposed 
route, are going about the matter sys- 
tematically, and will circalate a petition 
shortly, to secure the necessary 100 sig- 
natures. The Government will estab- 
lish no route unless there are at least 100 
families to be supf)lied, and who will 
agree to erect suitable mail boxes at the 
entrance to their homi'S. Tlu'se boxes, 
however, cost from SI to (3, are provided 
with locks and are protected same as any 
other mail Inxeo. Another requirement 
of the law is that the route must be at 
least twenty miles long. 

The route pelecfeil by the jtentleiiien 
interested is from Maysville out the Lex- 
ington pike to the junction with the Sar- 
dis pike, thence alont; the Sardis i>ike to 
the Murphysville, thence to Murphys- 
ville, thence back to Maysville, over the 
Marpbysville and Washington and the 
Hill City pikes, making a route about 
thirty miles long. 

If the petition should be granted it 
would enable families along the route to 
receive their mail daily and thus bring 
a large portion of the coanty in closer 
touch with the busy world. 

In luB last annual i^rt, Fbitiilaitei^ 
General Smith said: 

"Rural free delivery ^as now been suf- 
ficiently tried to measure its etl'ects. The 
Immediate and direct results are clearly 
apparent. It stimulates social and busi- 
ness correepondence, and ao swells the 
postal receipts. Its introduction la lnvar> 
iably fallowed by • large Inereaae In the 
circulation of the press and of periodleal 
literature. The farm Is thus brought 
into direct daily contact with the cur- 
rents and movements of the business 
world. A more accurate knowledge of 
ruling markets and varying prices is dif- 
fused, and the producer, witli his quicker 
communication and larger information, is 
placed on a surer footing. Ttie value of 
farms, as has been shown in n:any cases, 
is enhanced. Good roads become indis- 
pensible, and their improvement ia the 
essential condition of the servioo. The 

material and measurable benofitl are sig- 
nal aud unmistakable. 
"But the movement exercises a wider 

and deeper iullience. It l)f(i)iiH')j a 
factor in the social and economic tenden- 
cies of American life. The disposition 
to leave the farm for the town is a 
familiar t tl'ect of our past conditions. 
But this tendency is checked, and may 
be materially changed, by an advance 
which conveys many of the advantages 
of the town to the farm. Rural free de- 
livery brings the farm within the daily 
range of the intellectual and commercial 
activities of the world, and the isolation 
and monotony which have been the I 
bane of agricultural life are sensibly 
mitieatnl. It proves to i)e one of the' 
most ellective and powerfal of educa- 
tional agencies. Wheraver It Is extend- 
ed the schools improve and the civic 
spirit of the coiumuuity feels a new pul- 
sation. The standard of intelligence is 
raised, enlightened interest in public af- 
fairs is ()uickened and better citizenship 
follows. 

"Karal free delivery is plainly here to 
stay, as those who enjoy its advantages 

will not consent to Fiirrcnder them, and 
every new route creates a demand from 
contiguous territory for the same privi- 
letiOH. We are then confronted with the 
problem of gradually extending the de- 
livery service over the whole area of the 
country where it is physically feasible or 
where the population is not so spar.se as 
to make it unreasonable. A project of 
such comprehensive and colossal char- 
acter may, seem formidable and deter- 
rent; but while its diiUcalties are not to 
be anderestimated,*tbey are shown, when 
examined In the light of practical teste, 
to he far from insurmountable. We are 
now carrying the postofhce to thu door 
of 81,000,000 of people massed In towns 
and cities. The task before us is the 
more coiniilic atcd work of carryiiii: the 
piit'tiillirc to t he door of about 1*1 .(iiiiijMK) 
Hcaltt'ied liver 1 ,(KH),(M)0 sciuaro niilcM df 
territory. I!y the find ol the current 
liscal year we will see about l.'KK) routes 
in operation, carrying the .nail daily to 
(be doors of not lesi than 3,500,000 resi- 
dants of the rural distrleta.
